I., June 4.—Eleven 
persons are dead, a score more are 
seriously injured and many others are 
slightly injured as the result of the 
overturning of a crowded electric car 
at Moore’s crossing, East Providence. 
More than IOO young men aud women, 
who had spent the evening ut Crescent 
pane, a pleasure resort on the Provi­ 
dence river, six miles below' this city, 
were on a chartered car returning to 
their homes in this 
city, Caneyville 
and Thornton. 
It is believed that two 
of the injured will die. 
The dead are: 
George 
Atcherson, twenty 
years, 
Thornton; Edward F. Brennan, eigh­ 
teen 
years, Cranston, 
R. I.; 
Alice 
Franklin, seventeen years, Thornton; 
Enrico Gamboni, twenty-three years, 
Thornton; John Gavin, twenty years, 
Providence; Angelo 
Germain, thirty 
years, 
Thornton; 
Gustive 
Guertin, 
twenty-five years, Caneyville; William 
W. Luther, twenty-seven years, Provi­ 
dence; 
Bertha M. Kelley, 
eighteen 
years, 
Thornton; 
John 
Schneider, 
nineteen 
years,

Ethel 
Whitney, nineteen years, Providence. 
The wreck occurred on the suburban 
line of the Rhode Island company. 
The motorman in charge of the car, 
W. J. Laucher of Caneyville, although 
experienced in his calling, was unfa­ 
miliar with tho road over 
which he 
W'as 
traveling 
for the 
first 
time. 
Laucher was put in charge of the car 
at the solicitation of the passengers, 
members of a Catholic society, which 
had been to Crescent park for an out 
ing. 
The car, an open one of heavy 
build, was crowded w'ith young men 
and women. 


Fog Prevented a Clear View. 
Fog prevented a clear view of the 
road ahead and the motorman, unable 
to see far ahead and unaware of the 
sharp curve below', allowed the car to 
coast rapidly down the hill. 
Sudden­ 
ly he felt the car swing into the curve 
and 
realizing the 
peril applied 
the 
brakes and reversed the power. 
The 
weight of a number of men on the 
running 
board and the 
momentum 
sufficed to derail the car and throw it 
Into the 
road twenty feet 
from the 
truck. 
"Seven of the passengers were pin 
toned beneath the car and 
instantly 
killed. 
Those who were 
able to be 
gan 
the 
work of rescue. 
A 
larg 
joist was utilized as a lever, a pile of 
stones forming a fulcrum and the car 
was 
raised 
from the ground 
just 
enough to permit tile escape of its 
im!Tisoned passengers. 
Two persons 
had succeeded in escaping when the 
joist broke under the 
weight of the 
car and the heavy 
vehicle fell hack, 
killing two of the injured. 
The rescuers again raised the car 
from the ground and 
by building a 
pile of heavy stones, kept it in posi­ 
tion while the dead and Injured were 
removed. 
Two 
of those taken 
out, 
Jovin and G. Atcherson, both of whom 
had sustained fractured 
skulls, died 
within an hour. 
Motorman luncher was not arrest­ 
ed. 
The police authorities 
said the 
motorman was 
not guilty 
of negli­ 
gence in their opinion, inasmuch as he 
was not familiar with tile line and did 
not know' of the curve. 
This car was 
in charge 
of Conductor Joseph Mc- 
Quade, who received serious injuries.

After action on tile rate bill prefer­

among these and the 
District of Co­ 
lumbia bill following 
it. 
Of the ap­ 
propriation conferen?e reports that on 
the Indian bill will rectdvo first con­ 
sideration. 
The sea level canal bill 
will hold its piece as unfinished busi­ 
ness, but It will continue to bV» Jostled 
out of position by other measure* en­ 
joying 
higher privileges 
under tho 
rules of the senate. 
It is now general­ 
ly conceded that there shall be a vote 
on this measure before the final ad­ 
journment of tho session 
and with 
this assurance Senator Kittredge, who 
has charge of the bill, is content not 
to press unduly for Bs continued con­ 
sideration. 
He will, however, be pre­ 
pared to proceed with it whenever the 
way is clear and will demand a vote 
at the earliest 
practicable moment 


Many Speeches to Be Made. 
There are many speeches still to be 
made on the bill. 
Among 
the sena­ 
tors who are expected to speak on it 
are Messrs. Morgan, Millard, Spooner 
and Hopkins. 
The conference report on the state­ 
hood bill will be the ♦subject of ani­ 
mated discussion, 
cut the 
belief is 
general that the report on the rate 
hill will be accepted after compara­ 
tively little controversy. 
Senator Foraker has already given 
notice of opposition to the adoption of 
the report of the statehood bill and 
he will have the support of several 
senators who stood with him against 
the union of Arizona and New Mexico, 
when the bill was 
originally before 
the 
senate. 
They will make 
stren­ 
uous efforts to have the bill returned 
to the conferees with instructions to 
stand for tho senate position confin­ 
ing statehood legislaiion to the crea­ 
tion of the one state of Oklahoma out 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory. 
The question 
of Senator 
Smoot’s 
eligibility will be raised by the pre­ 
sentation of the report of the commit­ 
tee on privileges and elections, but it 
is not probable that the subject will 
be taken up for discussion this week. 
It is possible that consideration of the 
report 
on statehood may 
he post­ 
poned for a week or more. 
In execu­ 
tive session the Barnes case w’ill fol­ 
low' the W ickerham case.

Narrowly 
Escape 
Death 
in 
Burning 
Building in Omaha. 
Omaha, June 4.—A very insignificant 
fire wTas the indirect cause of heavy 
damage to the stock 
of the Balden 
Bros.* department store, Sixteenth and 
Dodge streets, and the narrow escape 
from death of fifteen 
firemen and a 
police surgeon. 
The fire, whir J tvas 
of unknown 
origin, had 
dom mo" 
than $100,000 damage before it started 
the automatic sprinkler, which flooded 
the entire five floors of tile building 
before it was discovered. 
The total 
value of the stock is given at $050,OOO 
and 
the 
damage 
at one-half 
that 
amount, fully covered 
by insurance. 
The building, was so filled with car­ 
bonic acid gas that the first firemen 
to enter the place were overcome and 
those who 
went to their 
assistance 
rapidly succumbed until it was neces­ 
sary to take fifteen of them, including 
Chief Salter, Assistant Chief Simp­ 
son, 
Captains Sullivan, 
Coyle 
and 
OI ego n 
and 
Lieutenants 
Erickson, 
Beauman and Peterson, to the hospi­ 
tal. 
Police Surgeon Elmore was also 
overcome. 


Philadelphia, June 4.—A. J. Cfi.ssa.tt, 
president of the Pennsylvania railway, 
bas arrived 
at his home 
at Haver­ 
ford, a suburb of this city, from Eu­ 
rope. 
Mr. Cassatt gave out the fol­ 
lowing statement; 
Mr. Cassatt 
said he had 
returned 
home to take part in the investigation 
by the board of directors of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad company into the 
matters that had been disclosed dur­ 
ing his absence in the proceedings be­ 
fore the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion.

received only

cable reports from the

guilty of corrupt practices lie would be 
summarily dealt with. 
Not an Offense in Itself. 
Referring to tile testimony 
of cer­ 
tain officers that they held stocks of 
coal companies and 
to the inference 
drawn by the newspapers that favorit­ 
ism 
and discrimination 
on a 
large 
scale had been practiced for the bene­ 
fit 
of the 
companies whose 
stocks 
were thus held, Mr. Cassatt said that 
while such ownership by officers in a 
position to exercise 
favoritism and 
therefore liable to suspicion was no 
doubt inadvisable and unfortunate it 
was not 
an offense in itself, 
if the 
stocks w'ere properly acquired, and 
was not contrary to the by-laws of the 
company; in fact the management had 
in the earlier years of the company 
encouraged the officers ta aid in the 
development of industries 
along its 
lines. 
The wrong, if any had been 
done, was in the 
alleged favoritism. 
There could be no favoritism in rates, 
as 
shippers 
of coal 
and all*' other 
freights were on an absolute equality, 
all paid the full tariff rates without 
rebates. 
Mr. Cassatt made himself personal­ 
ly responsible for the 
absolute cor­ 
rectness of this statement. 
If there 
was any discrimination it could only 
be in the distribution 
of empty coal 
cars and so far as he knew no proof 
had been produced that the officers 
concerned 
had been guilty 
of such 
favoritism. 
The 
board would, 
how'­ 
ever, also inquire can fully into these 
matters and, if thoro 
had been any 
wrong doing would take proper ac- 
-tion, b ut it wonttt not sacrifice ratrrr- 
fill and efficient 
officers to 
a manu­ 
factured and mistaken public opinion. 


Always a Shortage cf Cars. 
Tile board would also no doubt con­ 
sider 
the general 
question 
of the 
propriety of the ownership by officers 
and employes 
of stocks of coal and 
other companies using the Pennsylva­ 
nia 
Railway 
company’s lines 
and 
make regulations in relation thereto. 
There had always been a shortage of 
coal 
cars during 
periods of 
every 
year and in recent years this condi­ 
tion had been aggravated by the great 
increase 
in the production 
of coal, 
notwithstanding 
the v ry 
large in­ 
creases tile company had made to its 
equipment. 
This 
had given 
rise to 
many complaints 
and, as 
a natural 
consequence, to charges of discrimina­ 
tion. 
If 
the output 
of coal 
should

tio as in the past few years It might 
not lie possible to provide sufficient 
equipment to avoid a shortage in the 
car supply at times. 
In view of this and of the suspicion 
which such ownership would create 
officers having to do with the distribu­ 
tion of empty cars ought not to own 
coal stocks, but to prohibit all officers 
and employes from holding stock of 
companies having business with the 
Pennsylvania Raihvay company would 
practically bar them from bivesting In 
the stocks of companies located In the 
state of Pennsylvania and iii a half 
dozen other states.
